The  present  edition  of  the  Directory  contains  an  important 
section  (pp.  47  to  80)  on  the  Vatican  Council.  For  the  Diary 
of  the  Council  and  the  List  of  the  Fathers,  which  are  given 
in  this  section,  the  Editor  is  much  indebted  to  a  valuable  book, 
entitled  The  Vatican  Council  from  its  Openimj  until  its  Pro- 
rogation, published  at  27  Wellington-street,  AV.C.  The  said 
Diary  and  List  of  Fathers  have  been  drawn  up  with  great 
care,  but  they  are  not  to  be  regarded  as  official. 

Besides  the  addition  of  the  section  on  the  Council,  several 
alterations  have  been  made  in  the  Directory,  for  the  sake  of 
greater  accuracy  or  usefulness. 

Rules  observed  in  the  compilation  of  Part  III. : 

1.  When  the  same  Priest  appears  in  charge  of  a  Mission, 
the  services  are  printed  as  before,  if  no  alteration  is  requested 
by  the  Priest  or  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  But  when 
there  has  been  a  change  of  the  Priest  in  charge,  it  is  thought 
better,  if  no  instructions  are  given,  to  reprint  only  the  more 
important  ser^dces  of  the  Sundays  and  Holidays. 

2.  The  names  of  the  Clergy  in  the  Alphabetical  List  are 
compared  yearly  mth  the  sheets  of  each  Diocese,  as  revised 
by  tlieir  Lordsliips  the  Bishops  ;  and  names  not  appearing  in 
those  sheets  are  not  retained  in  the  said  List,  unless  instruc- 
tions be  sent  each  year  for  their  insertion. 

Communications  for  the  Editor  of  the  Directory  are  to  be 
addressed,  Rev.  W.  A.  Johnson,  s  York-place,  London,  W. 
It  is  earnestli/  requested  that  all  information  sent  to  him  for 
next  year's  Directory  may  he  forwarded  before  October  26th, 
Changes  of  names  and  other  shght  changes,  taking  place  after 
that  date,  will,  if  communicated  as  soon  as  they  occur,  be 
inserted,  as  far  as  possible,  down  to  Nov.  10th.    The  omission 
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hy  the  Clergj'-,  in  the  notices  of  their  Missions,  of  such  details 
as  are  only  of  local  interest,  would  enlarge  the  siDace  available 
for  information  of  general  interest  to  the  Cathohc  public. 

Notices  for  insertion  in  Part  IV.,  general  Advertisements, 
and  names  for  the  Obituary  or  for  the  list  of  Anniversaries, 
are  to  be  sent  to  the  Pubhshers,  Messrs.  Bums,  Gates,  and 
Co.,  17  Portman-street,  London,  W. :  Notices  and  Advertise- 
ments before  Nov.  15th;  names  for  the  Obituary  or  list  of 
Anniversaries  by  Nov.  1st.

llelatives,  Sjwnsors,  and  Fnends  of  Poor  Catholic  Citildren,  and  Ca- 
tJtoUcs  ffencrallf/,  are  requested  to  talte  notice  of  the  folloiving 
Instmet'wns : 

1.  When  a  Poor  Catholic  Child  is'under  the  necessity  of  going 
into  the  Workhouse,  the  Priest  of  the  District  should,  if  possible, 
be  informed  of  it  beforehand,  in  order  that  he  may  at  once  procure 
the  Child's  Baptismal  Certificate,  or  obtain  such  other  evidence  of 
its  Eeligion,  and  that  of  its  Parents,  as  may  be  required  by  the 
authorities  to  insure  the  Child's  being  classed  in  the  Workhouse 
Kegister  as  a  Catholic.  In  defect  of  such  information,  it  will  be 
entered  as  a  Protestant,  and  may  so  remain  through  life. 

2.  The  Child,  when  taken  to  the  Workhouse,  should  be  accom- 
panied by  some  one  who  can  declare  to  the  Master  or  Superin- 
tendent that  it  is  a  Catholic,  and  can  demand  that  it  be  entered 
as  such  in  the  Creed  Eegister. 

3.  As  the  protection  of  the  Religion  of  the  Poor  is  a  great  work 
of  charity,  it  is  urgently  impressed  on  all  persons  who  either  accom- 
pany or  know  of  the  removal  of  any  Child  to  the  Workhouse,  that 
they  should  immediately  make  the  case  known  to  the  Clergy,  in 
order  that  they  may  prevent  the  Proselytism  of  the  Poor. 

4.  The  Clergy  will  feel  grateful  for  every  assistance  they  receive 
to  further  this  important  object ;  and  they  will  cheerfully  procure 
the  necessary  Registers  without  expense  to  any  one.

Note.  An  Indulgence  is,  a  remission  granted,  by  the  Church,  to 
thosen'hoare  already  free  fromthe  guilt  of  all  moHal  sin,  of  the  whole, 
or  ofaijart,  of  the  temimral  ^pa'vns  due  for  sins  already  forgiven. 

Explanation  : — 1.  By  temjwral  imnishment,  as  distinguished 
from  eternal  punishment,  is  meant  punishment  which  is  due  for 
sin,  and  which  is  to  be  undergone  either  in  this  world  or  in  the  next 
world,  in  purgatory.  The  repentance  for  sin  may  be  so  great  as 
to  obtain  from  God  the  remission  both  of  the  guilt  and  of  all  pun- 
ishment ;  but  often,  through  the  imperfection  of  our  repentance, 
some  punishment  remains  due  for  sin  after  the  guilt  has  been 
removed. — 2.  Indulgences  are  granted  on  the  condition  of  the  per- 
formance of  certain  specified  good  works  ;  and  they  cannot  be 
gained  by  anyone  who  is  not  free  from  the  guilt  of  all  grievous 
sin. — 3.  The  Church,  in  granting  an  Indulgence,  offers  to  God,  for 
the  remission  of  the  temporal  punishment  we  owe  for  our  sins,  the 


infinite  superabundant  merits  of  Our  Lord,  and  also  (but  only 
secondarily)  the  merits  of  the  Blessed  Virgin  and  the  Saints. — i.  A 
plenary  Indulgence  is  a  remission  of  the  whole  of  the  punish- 
ment due  for  forgiven  sins ;  a  partial  Indulgence  is  a  remission 
of  some  part  of  that  punishment.  In  the  early  ages  of  the 
Church,  "  canonical  penances,"  as  they  were  called,  were  inflicted 
for  sin :  an  Indulgence  of  forty  days,  for  example,  represents  a 
remission  of  as  much  of  the  temporal  punishment  as  would  have 
been  remitted  by  means  of  forty  days  of  such  canonical  penance. 


MARRIAGES. 

The  solemn  celebration  of  marriages  is  forbidden  from  Ash- 
Wednesday  till  after  Low  Sunday,  and  from  the  1st  Sunday  of 
Advent  till  the  day  after  the  Epiphany.

Registration. 

Births.  Parents  should  have  their  children  registered,  by  personally 

fiving  notice  to  the  Registrar  of  their  district,  within  42  days  after 
irth,  when  no  fee  will  be  charged.  Registraticn  may  be  effected  after 
the  42  days,  and  within  six  months,  on  payment  ot  7^.  Qd.;  after  six 
months  no  birth  can  be  registered. 

Deaths.  Notice  should  be  given  of  deaths  in  the  same  manner  as  of 
births.  This  should  be  done  early,  as  the  undertaker  must  have  a  certifi- 
cate to  give  to  the  clergyman  who  reads  the  funeral  service ;  for,  if  no  cer- 
tificate be  produced,  he  may  refuse  to  bury  the  body. 

Vaccination. 

On  Aug.  12, 1867,  an  Act  was  passed  to  consolidate  and  amend  the  law 
relating  to  vaccination ;  and  by  this  Act,  which  has  been  in  force  since 
Jan.  1,  1868,  vaccination  has  been  made  compulsory.  On  tlie  registration 
of  birth,  the  registrar  will  give  notice  of  vaccination,  and  the  child 
must  be  vaccinated  within  three  months,  under  a  penalty  of  20.s.  Any 
person  who  shall  inoculate,  or  attempt  to  inoculate,  for  the  smallpox, 
will  be  liable  to  imprisonment  for  one  month.

Wills.  It  is  important  that  all  who  have  property  to  bequeath,  or 
instructions  to  ^ive  for  the  Catholic  education  of  their  children,  should 
make  their  wills  while  their  healtli  and  faculties  are  unimpaired.  By 
doing  so,  they  will  avert  the  evil  consequences  which  might  follow  from 
their  dying  intestate,  or  will  at  least  be  spared  the  pain  of  having  in  their 
last  illness  to  give  much  attention  to  worldly  atfairs.— Printed  Ibrms  and 
directions  for  making  a  Will  are  often  met  with  ;  but  instead  of  trusting 
in  them  (except  in  cases  of  emergency)  it  is  better  to  obtain  the  help  of 
an  experienced  lawyer.  It  has  been  said  by  a  lord  chancellor  that  it  is 
"  shocking  to  reflect  upon  the  litigation  which  has  been  occasioned  by 
men  making  their  own  Wills,  or  employing  incompetent  persons  to 
do  so." 


Executors.  The  following  is  the  order  in  which,  after  a  Will  has  been 
proved,  Executors  are  required  by  law  to  satisfy  the  claims  upon  the 
estate :— funeral  and  testamentary  expenses ;  debts  owing  to  the  Crown  ; 
debts,  such  as  poor-rates,  which  have  precedence  by  special  statutes; 
decrees  of  Chancery,  mortgages,  &c. ;  bills  of  exchange,  ike. ;  other  debts ;

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5XTRACTS  FROM  ACTS  OF  PARLIAMENT 

BECENTLY    PASSED,    AND    AFFECTING    CATHOLIC    ADULTS    AND 
CHILDREN  IN  WORKHOUSES  AND  PAUPER  SCHOOLS. 


I.  From  the  Act  25  and  26  Victoria,  cap.  43  (July  17,  1862), 
entitled  ^^  An  Act  to  provide  for  the  Education  and  Maintenance 
of  Pauper  Children,  in  certain  Schools  and  Institutions.^^ 

Section  1.  Power  to  Guardians  to  send  poor  Children  to 
Schools. 

The  Guardians  of  any  Parish  or  Union  may  aend  any  poor  child  to  any 
School  certified  as  hereinafter  mentioned,*  and  supported  wholly  or  par- 
tially by  voluntary  subscriptions,  the  managers  of  which  shall  be  willing 
to  receive  such  child,  and  may  pay  out  of  the  funds  in  their  possession 
the  expenses  incurred  in  the  maintenance,  clothing,  and  education  of 
such  child  therein,  during  the  time  such  child  shall  remain  at  such  School 
(not  exceeding  the  total  sum  which  would  have  been  charged  for  the 
maintenance  of  such  child  if  relieved  in  the  Workhouse  during  the  same 
period),  and  in  the  conveyance  of  such  child  to  and  from  the  same,  and 
in  the  case  of  death,  the  expenses  of  his  or  her  burial. 


II.  From  the  Act  29  and  30  Vict.,  cap.  113  (August  10,  1866), 
entitled  "  An  Act  to  amend  .  .  .  and  to  make  other  Amendments 
in  the  Laws  relating  to  the  Belief  of  the  Poor.^^ 

.   Section  14.  Provision  for  educating  Children  in  the  Religion 
to  which  they  belong. 

If  the  parent,  step-parent,  nearest  adult  relative,  or  next  of  kin  of 
any  child  not  belonging  to  the  Established  Church,  relieved  in  a  Work- 
house or  in  a  District  School,  or,  in  case  there  should  be  no  parent,  step- 
parent, nearest  adult  rtlative,  or  next  of  kin,  then  the  god-parent  of 
such  child,  make  application  to  the  paid  Board  on  such  behalf,  the  Board 
may,  if  they  think  fit,  order  that  such  child  shall  be  sent  to  some  school 
established  for  the  reception,  maintenance,  and  education  of  children  of 
the  religion  to  which  such  child  shall  be  proved  to  belong,  and  duly  cer- 
tified by  the  Poor-law  Board  under  the  statute  of  the  25th  and  2Gth  Vic- 
toria, chapter  43:  and  the  Guardians  of  the  Union  or  Parish  to  which 
such  child  shall  be  chargeable  shall,  according  to  the  terms  of  such  order, 
cause  the  child  to  be  conveyed  to  such  school,  and  pay  the  cost  and 
charges  of  the  maintenance,  lodging,  clothing,  and  education  of  the 
said  child  therein,  and  all  the  provisions  of  the  said  statute  shall  thence- 
forth apply  to  the  said  child.

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III.  From  the  Act  31  and  32  Vict.,  cap.  122  (July  31,  1868), 
entitled  ^'  An  Act  to  make  further  Amendments  in  the  Laios  for  the 
Belief  of  the  Poor  in  England  and  Wales." 

Section  16.  A  separate  Creed  Register  to  he  kept  in  every 
Workhouse  and  Pauper  School. 

Tlie  oflScer  for  the  time  being  acting  as  the  Master  of  a  Workhouse,  or  as 
the  Master  or  Superintendent  of  a  District  or  other  Pauper  School,  shall  keep 
a  register  of  the  religious  creed  of  the  pauper  inmates  of  such  Work- 
house or  School  separate  from  all  other  registers,  in  such  form  and  with 
such  particulars  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Poor-law  Board  by  an  order 
under  their  seal,  and  shall,  as  regards  every  inmate  of  such  Workhouse  or 
School  at  the  date  to  be  fixed  by  such  order,  and  subsequently  upon  the 
admission  of  every  inmate  therein,  make  due  inquiry  into  the  religious 
creed  of  such  inmate,  and  enter  such  religious  creed  in  such  register. 

Section  17.  Hoio  the  Religion  of  Children  is  to  be  entered  in 
the  Creed  Register. 

In  regard  to  any  child  in  the  Workhouse  or  School  under  the  age  of 
twelve  years,  whether  either  of  its  parents  be  in  the  Workhouse  or  not, 
or  whether  it  be  an  orphan  or  deserted  child,  the  Master  or  Superinten- 
dent shall  enter  in  such  register,  as  the  religious  creed  of  such  child, 
the  religious  creed  of  the  father,  if  the  Master  or  Superintendent  know 
or  can  ascertain  the  same  by  reasonable  inquiry ;  or,  if  the  same  cannot  be 
so  ascertained,  the  creed  of  the  mother  of  such  child,  if  the  same  be  known 
to  the  said  Master  or  Superintendent,  or  can  be  by  him  in  like  manner 
ascertained ;  and  the  creed  of  an  illegitimate  child  under  the  said  age, 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  that  of  its  mother,  when  that  can  be  ascertained. 

Section  18.  The  Poor-laio  Board  to  decide  questions  as  to 
correctness  of  the  Register. 

If  any  question  shall  arise  as  to  the  correctness  of  any  entry  in  such 
register,  the  Poor-law  Board  may,  if  they  think  fit,  inquire  into  the 
circumstances  of  the  case,  and  determine  such  question  by  directing 
such  entry  to  remain  or  to  be  amended,  according  to  their  judgment. 

Section  19.   Creed  Register  to  be  open  to  inspection  of  Minister. 

Every  Minister  of  any  denomination  officiating  in  the  church,  chapel, 
or  other  registered  place  of  religious  worship  of  such  denomination  which 
shall  be  nearest  to  any  Workhouse  or  School,  or  any  ratepayer  of  any  parish 
in  the  Union,  shall  be  allowed  to  inspect  the  register  which  contains  the 
entry  of  the  religious  creed  of  the  inmates  at  any  time  of  any  day,  except 
Sunday,  between  the  hours  of  ten  before  noon  and  four  after  noon. 

Section  20.  The  Minister  may,  subject  to  Regulations,  visit  and 
instruct  Inmates  registered  as  of  his  Religious  Creed. 

Such  Minister  may,  in  accordance  with  such  regulations  as  the  said 
Board  shall  approve  of  or  by  their  order  prescribe,  visit  and  instruct  any 
inmate  of  such  Workhouse  or  School  entered  in  such  register  as  belong- 
ing to  the  same  religious  creed  as  such  Minister  belongs  to,  unless  such 
inmate,  being  above  the  age  of  fourteen,  and  after  having  been  visited 
at  least  once  by  such  Minister,  shall  object  to  be  instructed  by  him. 
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Section  21.  Where  no  Religious  Service  is  provided  in  the  Worh- 
house,  the  Inmate  may,  subject  to  regulations,  go  to  his  own 
proper  place  of  Worship. 

Every  inmate  for  wliom  a  religious  service  according  to  his  own  creed 
shall  not  be  provided  in  the  Workhouse  shall  be  permitted,  subject  to 
regulations  to  be  approved  of  or  ordered  by  the  Poor-law  Board,  to  at- 
tend, at  such  times  as  the  said  Board  shall  allow,  some  place  of  worship 
of  his  own  denomination  within  a  convenient  distance  of  the  said  Work- 
house, if  there  be  such  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board :  provided  that  the 
Guardians  may,  for  abuse  of  such  permission  previously  granted,  or  on 
some  other  special  ground,  refuse  permission  to  any  particular  inmate, 
and  shall  in  such  case  cause  an  entry  of  such  refusal  and  the  grounds 
thereof  to  be  made  in  their  Minutes. 

Section  22.  No  Child  in  the  WorTthouse  or  School  visited  by  a 
Minister  of  its  own  Religion  shall  be  required  to  attend  any 
other  Religious  Services,  unless,  being  above  Twelve  Years  of 
Age,  lie  shall  desire  to  do  so,  and  shall  be  considered  by  the  Poor- 
law  Board  competent  to  judge  in  the  matter. 

No  child,  being  an  inmate  of  a  Workhouse  or  such  School  as  aforesaid, 
who  shall  be  regularly  visited  by  a  Minister  of  his  own  religious  creed 
for  the  purpose  of  religious  instruction,  shall,  if  the  parents  or  surviving 
parent  of  such  child,  or  in  the  case  of  orphans  or  deserted  children,  if 
■uch  Minister  make  request  in  writing  to  that  effect,  be  instructed  in  any 
other  religious  creed,  or  be  required  or  permitted  to  attend  the  service 
of  any  other  religious  creed,  than  that  entered  in  such  register  as  afore- 
said, except  any  child  above  tlie  age  of  twelve  years  who  shall  desire  to 
receive  instruction  in  some  other  creed,  or  to  attend  the  service  of  any 
other  religious  creed,  and  who  shall  be  considered  by  the  Poor-law  Board 
to  be  competent  to  exercise  a  judgment  upon  the  subject. 

Section  23.  Interpretation  of  25  and  26  Vict.,  cap.  43,  and  29  and 
30  Vict.,  cap.  113,  sect.  14,  as  to  Child  and  Consent  of  Parents. 

The  Act  of  the  twenty-fifth  and  twenty-sixth  Victoria,  chapter  forty- 
three,  and  section  fourteen  of  the  Poor-law  Amendment  Act  of  1866,  shall 
apply  to  illegitimate  as  well  as  legitimate  children ;  and  with  regard  to 
illegitimate  children  the  consent  of  the  mother,  if  she  has  the  care, 
custody,  or  possession  of  the  child,  shall  be  sufficient  for  the  purposes  of 
those  Acts ;  and  in  case  of  a  deserted  child  or  an  orphan  child  on  behalf 
of  whom  no  relative,  next  of  kin,  step-parent,  or  god-parent  shall  make 
application,  the  Poor-law  Board  may  exercise  the  power  conferred  upon 
them  by  section  fourteen  of  the  said  Act  of  1866,  upon  being  satisfied  that 
there  is  reasonable  ground  for  their  doing  so. 

Section  42. 

The  Guardians  of  any  Union  or  Parish  may,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Poor-law  Board,  send  any  poor  deaf  and  dumb  or  blind  child  to  any 
School  fitted  for  the  reception  of  such  child,  though  such  School  shall  not 
have  been  certified  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  oi  the  twenty-fifth  and 
twenty-sixth  years  of  Victoria,  chapter  forty-three.

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IV.  ARCHBISHOPS  AND  BISHOPS 

IN  THE  BRITISH  EMPIRE. 


ENGLAND  AND  WALES. 
The  ancient  Hierarchy  ended  with  Thomas  Watson,  Bishop  of 
Lincoln,  who  died  in  prison,  Sept.  27,  1584.  In  1598  the  Catho- 
lics were  placed  under  the  direction  of  an  Archpriest ;  in  1623  a 
Vicar- Apostolic  of  England  was  appointed  ;  in  1688  four  Vicari- 
ates, or  Districts,  the  London,  3Iidland,  Noj'them,  and  Western,

THE  VATICAN  COUNCIL. 

The  (Ecumenical  Council  of  the  Vatican,  which  was  announced 
by  the  Sovereign  Pontiff,  June  30,  1S67,  to  the  Bishops  assembled 
in  Rome  for  the  Centenary  of  St.  Peter,  and  convoked  June  29, 
1868,  by  the  Bull  '  JEternl  Patris,''  was  solemnly  opened  in  the 
Vatican  Basilica  on  the  8th  day  of  Dec.  1869.  Six  days  before, 
Dec.  2,  a  preliminary  meeting  had  been  held,  at  which  the  Holy 
Father  addressed  the  Bishops  in  a  short  Allocution  ;  and  published 
the  Apostolic  Constitution,  dated  Nov.  27,  1869,  prescribing  the 
order  to  be  observed  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Council,  and  ap- 
pointing the  five  Cardinals  President  and  other  officers.  The 
Cardinals  appointed  to  preside  over  the  'general  congregations,' in 
the  name  of  the  Holy  Father,  were  De  Keisach  (for  whom  was 
afterwards  substituted  Cardinal  de  Angelis),  De  Luca,  Bizzarri, 
Bilio,  and  Capalti  ;  Joseph  Fessler,  Bishop  of  St.  Polten,  was  ap- 
pointed Secretary  to  the  Council. 

In  the  Directory  for  1869  were  given  the  Bull  of  Convocation, 
and  the  two  Apostolic  Letters  addressed,  1,  to  such  of  the  Oriental 
Bishops  as  were  not  in  communion  with  the  Holy  See,  and  2,  to 
all  Protestants  and  other  non-Catholics  ;  the  Directory  for  1870 
contained  a  short  notice  of  Ecclesiastical  Councils  in  general,  and 
of  the  eighteen  Councils  acknowledged  by  the  Church  as  (Ecu- 
menical. The  present  notice,  of  the  (Ecumenical,  or  General, 
Council  of  the  Vatican,  will  contain,  1,  a  Diary  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  Council  from  the  first  to  the  fourth  Public  Session  ;  2,  the 
two  Dogmatic  Constitutions,  '  Dei  Fllivs'  and  '  Pastor  JEternvs,'' 
on  the  Catholic  Faith  and  on  the  Church  of  Christ,  which  were 
published  in  the  third  and  fourth  Public  Sessions  ;  3,  a  List  of 
the  Fathers  who  took  part  in  the  Council  at  anv  time  between 
Dec.  8,  1869,  and  July  18,  1870.

On 
the  20th  of  Oct.,  by  reason  of  the  sacrilegious  invasion  of  Rome, 
which  deprived  the  Sovereign  Pontiff  of  his  freedom,  and  made  it 
impossible  for  the  Fathers  to  meet  in  liberty,  security,  and  peace. 
His  Holiness  suspended  the  Council  until  a  future  time. 


II.  THE  CONSTITUTIONS  '  DET  FTLIUS'  AND  'PASTOR 

jETERNUS: 

DOGMATIC  constitution  ON  THE  CATHOLIC  FAITH. 

Pius  Bishop,  Servant  of  the  servants  of  Ood,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Sacred  Council,  for  perpetual  remembrance. 

Our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  Son  of  God,  and  Redeemer  of  man- 
kind, before  returning  to  His  Heavenly  Father,  promised  that  He 
would  be  with  the  Church  Militant  on  earth  all  days,  even  to  the 
consummation  of  the  world.  Therefore  He  has  never  ceased  to  be 
present  with  His  beloved  Spouse,  to  assist  her  when  teaching,  to 
bless  her  when  at  work,  and  to  aid  her  when  in  danger.  And 
this  His  salutary  providence,  which  has  been  constantly  displayed 
by  other  innumerable  benefits,  has  been  most  manifestly  proved 
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by  the  abundant  good  results  which  Christendom  has  derived 
from  (Ecumenical  Councils,  and  particularly  from  that  of  Trent, 
although  it  was  held  in  evil  times.  For,  as  a  consequence,  the 
sacred  doctrines  of  the  faith  have  been  defined  more  closely,  and 
set  forth  more  fully ;  errors  have  been  condemned  and  restrained  ; 
ecclesiastical  discipline  has  been  restored  and  more  firmly  secured  ; 
the  love  of  learning  and  of  piety  has  been  promoted  among  the 
clergy  ;  colleges  have  been  established  to  educate  youth  for  the 
sacred  warfare  ;  and  the  morals  of  the  Christian  world  have  been 
renewed  by  the  more  accurate  training  of  the  faithful,  and  by  the 
more  frequent  use  of  the  sacraments.  Moreover,  there  has  resulted 
a  closer  communion  of  the  members  with  the  visible  head,  and 
an  increase  of  vigour  in  the  whole  mystical  body  of  Christ ;  the 
multiplication  of  religious  congregations  and  of  other  institutions 
of  Christian  piety  ;  and  such  ardour  in  extending  the  kingdom  of 
Christ  throughout  the  world,  as  constantly  endures,  even  to  the 
sacrifice  of  life  itself. 

But  while  we  recall  with  due  thankfulness  these  and  other 
signal  benefits  which  the  divine  mercy  has  bestovi^ed  on  the 
Church,  especially  by  the  last  Ecumenical  Council,  we  cannot 
restrain  our  bitter  sorrow  for  the  grave  evils  which  ai'e  due  prin- 
cipally to  the  fact,  that  the  authority  of  that  sacred  Synod  has 
been  contemned,  or  its  wise  decrees  neglected,  by  many. 

No  one  is  ignorant  that  the  heresies  proscribed  by  the  Fathers 
of  Trent,  by  which  the  divine  teaching  (magisterium)  of  the  Church 
was  rejected,  and  all  matters  regarding  religion  were  surrendered  to 
the  judgment  of  each  individual,  gradually  became  dissolved  into 
many  sects,  which  disagreed  and  contended  with  one  another, 
until  at  length  not  a  few  lost  all  faith  in  Christ.  Even  the  Holy 
Scriptures,  which  had  previously  been  declared  the  sole  source 
and  judge  of  Christian  doctrine,  began  to  be  held  no  longer  as 
divine,  but  to  be  ranked  among  the  fictions  of  mythology. 

Then  there  arose,  and  too  widely  overspread  the  world,  that 
doctrine  of  rationalism,  or  naturalism,  which  opposes  itself  in 
every  way  to  the  Christian  religion  as  a  supernatural  institution, 
and  works  with  the  utmost  zeal  in  order  that,  after  Christ,  our 
'  sole  Lord  and  Saviour,  has  been  excluded  from  the  minds  of  men, 
and  from  the  life  and  moral  acts  of  nations,  the  reign  of  what 
they  call  pure  reason  or  nature  may  be  established.  And  after 
forsaking  and  rejecting  the  Christian  religion,  and  denying  the 
true  Grod  and  His  Christ,  the  minds  of  many  have  sunk  into  the 
abyss  of  Pantheism,  Materialism,  and  Atheism,  until,  denying 
rational  nature  itself  and  every  sound  rule  of  right,  they  labour  to 
destroy  the  deepest  foundations  of  human  society. 

Unhappily,  it  has  yet  farther  come  to  pass  that,  while  this 
impiety  prevailed  on  every  side,  many  even  of  the  children  of  the 
Catholic  Church  have  strayed  from  the  path  of  true  piety  ;  and  by 
the  gradual  diminution  of  the  truths  they  held,  the  Catholic  senge 
has  become  weakened  in  them.  For,  led  away  by  various  and 
strange  doctrines,  wrongly  confusing  nature  and  grace,  human 
science  and  divine  faith,  they  are  found  to  deprave  the  true  sense 
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of  the  doctrines  which  our  Holy  Mother  Church  holds  and 
teaches,  and  to  endanger  the  integrity  and  the  soundness  of  the 
faith. 

Considering  these  things,  how  can  the  Church  fail  to  be  deeply 
stirred  ?  For,  even  as  God  wills  all  men  to  be  saved,  and  to  arrive 
at  the  knowledge  of  the  truth  ;  even  as  Christ  came  to  save  what 
had  perished,  and  to  gather  together  the  children  of  God  who  had 
been  dispersed  ;  so  the  Church,  constituted  by  God  the  mother 
and  teacher  of  nations,  knows  its  own  office  as  debtor  to  all,  and 
is  ever  ready  and  watchful  to  raise  the  fallen,  to  support  those 
who  are  falling,  to  embrace  those  who  return,  to  confirm  the  good 
and  to  carry  them  on  to  better  things.  Hence,  it  can  never  for- 
bear from  witnessing  to  and  proclaiming  the  truth  of  God,  which 
heals  all  things,  knowing  the  words  addressed  to  it :  *  My  Spirit 
that  is  in  thee,  and  My  words  that  I  have  put  in  thy  mouth,  shall 
not  depart  out  of  thy  mouth,  from  henceforth  and  for  ever' 
(Isaias  lix.  21). 

We,  therefore,  following  the  footsteps  of  our  predecessors, 
have  never  ceased,  as  becomes  our  supreme  Apostolic  office,  from 
teaching  and  defending  Catholic  truth,  and  condemning  doctrines 
of  error.  And  now,  with  the  Bishops  of  the  whole  world  assembled 
round  us  and  judging  with  us,  congregated  by  our  authority  and 
in  the  Holy  Spirit  in  this  (Ecumenical  Council,  we,  supported  by 
the  Word  of  God  written  and  handed  down,  as  we  have  received  it 
from  the  Catholic  Church,  preserved  with  sacredness  and  set  forth 
according  to  truth, — have  determined  to  profess  and  declare  the 
salutary  teaching  of  Christ  from  this  Chair  of  Peter,  and  in  sight 
of  all,  proscribing  and  condemning,  by  the  power  given  to  us  of 
God,  all  errors  contrary  thereto. 

Chap.  I.   Of  God  the  Creator  of  all  things. 

The  Holy  Catholic  Apostolic  Roman  Church  believes  and  con- 
fesses that  there  is  one  true  and  living  God,  Creator  and  Lord  of 
heaven  and  earth,  Almighty,  Eternal,  Immense,  Incomprehensible, 
Infinite  in  intelligence,  in  will,  and  in  all  perfection,  who,  as  being 
one,  sole,  absolutely  simple,  and  immutable  spiritual  substance, 
is  to  be  declared  as  really  and  essentially  distinct  from  the 
world,  of  supreme  beatitude  in  and  from  Himself,  and  ineffably 
exalted  above  all  things  beside  Himself  which  exist  or  are  con- 
ceivable. 

This  one  only  true  God,  of  His  own  goodness  and  almighty 
power,  not  for  the  increase  or  acquirement  of  His  own  happmess, 
but  to  manifest  His  perfection  by  the  blessings  which  He  bestows 
on  creatures,  and  with  absolute  freedom  of  counsel,  created  out 
of  nothing,  from  the  beginning  of  time,  both  the  spiritual  and 
the  corporeal  creature,  to  wit,  the  angelical  and  the  mundane ; 
and  afterwards  the  human  creature,  as  partaking,  in  a  sense,  of 
both,  consisting  of  spirit  and  of  body.* 

God  protects  and  governs  by  His  Providence  all  things  which

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He  hath  made,  *  reaching  from  end  to  end  mightily,  and  ordering 
all  things  sweetly'  (Wisdom  viii.  1).  For  '  all  things  are  bare 
and  open  to  His  eyes'  (Heb.  iv.  13),  even  those  which  are  yet  to 
be  by  the  free  action  of  creatures. 

Chap.  II.  Of  Revelation, 

The  same  Holy  Mother  Church  holds  and  teaches  that  God, 
the  beginning  and  end  of  all  things,  may  be  certainly  known  by 
the  natural  light  of  human  reason,  by  means  of  created  things  ; 
'  for  the  invisible  things  of  Him  from  the  creation  of  the  world 
are  clfearly  seen,  being  understood  by  the  things  that  are  made' 
(Romans  i.  20)  :  but  that  it  pleased  His  wisdom  and  bounty  to 
reveal  Himself,  and  the  eternal  decrees  of  His  will,  to  mankind 
by  another  and  supernatural  way,  as  the  Apostle  says  :  *  God, 
having  spoken  on  divers  occasions,  and  many  ways,  in  times  past, 
to  the  fathers  by  the  prophets  ;  last  of  all,  in  these  days,  hath 
spoken  to  us  by  His  Son'  (Hebrews  i.  1,  2). 

It  is  to  be  ascribed  to  this  divine  revelation,  that  such  truths 
among  things  divine  as  of  themselves  are  not  bejond  human 
reason  can,  even  in  the  present  condition  of  mankind,  be  known 
by  every  one  with  facility,  with  firm  assurance,  and  with  no 
admixture  of  error.  This,  however,  is  not  the  reason  why  reve- 
lation is  to  be  called  absolutely  necessary ;  but  because  God  of 
His  infinite  goodness  has  ordained  man  to  a  supernatural  end, 
viz.  to  be  a  sharer  of  divine  blessings  which  utterly  exceed  the 
intelligence  of  the  human  mind  :  for  'eye  hath  not  seen,  nor  ear 
heard,  neither  hath  it  entered  into  the  heart  of  man,  what  things 
God  hath  prepared  for  them  that  love  Him'  (1  Cor.  ii.  9). 

Further,  this  supernatural  revelation,  according  to  the  univer- 
sal belief  of  the  Church,  declared  by  the  Sacred  Synod  of  Trent, 
is  contained  in  the  written  books  and  unwritten  traditions  which, 
received  by  the  Apostles  from  the  mouth  of  Christ  Himself,  or 
by  the  Apostles  themselves,  from  the  dictation  of  the  Holy  Spirit, 
transmitted,  as  it  were,  from  hand  to  hand,  have  come  down 
even  unto  us.*  And  these  books  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament 
are  to  be  received  as  sacred  and  canonical,  in  their  integrity,  with 
all  their  parts,  as  they  are  enumerated  in  the  decree  of  the  said 
Council,  and  are  contained  in  the  ancient  Latin  edition  of  the 
Vulgate.  These  the  Church  holds  to  be  sacred  and  canonical :  not 
because,  having  been  carefully  composed  by  mere  human  industry, 
they  were  afterwards  approved  by  her  authority  ;  nor  merely  be- 
cause they  contain  revelation,  with  no  admixture  of  error ;  but 
because,  having  been  written  by  the  inspiration  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
they  have  God  for  their  author,  and  have  been  delivered  as  such 
to  the  Church  herself. 

And  as  the  things  which,  in  order  to  curb  rebellious  spirits, 
the  Holy  Synod  of  Trent  decreed  for  the  good  of  souls  concern- 
ing the  interpretation  of  Divine  Scripture,  have  been  wrongly  ex- 
plained by  some,  We,  renewing  the  said  decree,  declare  this  to  be

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its  meaning  :  that,  in  matters  of  faith  and  morals,  appertaining 
to  the  building  up  of  Christian  doctrine,  that  is  to  be  held  as  the 
true  sense  of  Holy  Scripture  which  our  Holy  Mother  Church  hath 
held  and  holds,  to  whom  it  belongs  to  judge  of  the  true  sense  and 
interpretation  of  the  Holy  Scripture  ;  and  therefore  that  it  is  per- 
mitted to  no  one  to  interpret  the  Sacred  Scripture  contrary  to  this 
sense,  or,  likewise,  contrary  to  the  unanimous  consent  of  the 
Fathers. 

Chap.  III.  On  Faith. 

Man  being  wholly  dependent  upon  God,  as  upon  his  Creator 
and  Lord,  and  created  reason  being  absolutely  subject  to  un- 
created truth,  we  are  bound  to  yield  to  Cod,  by  faith  in  His  reve- 
lation, the  full  obedience  of  our  intelligence  and  will.  And  the 
Catholic  Church  teaches  that  this  faith,  which  is  the  beginning 
of  man's  salvation,  is  a  supernatural  virtue,  whereby,  inspired 
and  assisted  by  the  grace  of  God,  we  believe  that  the  things  which 
He  has  revealed  ai-e  true  :  not  because  the  intrinsic  truth  of  the 
things  is  plainly  perceived  by  the  natural  light  of  reason  ;  but 
because  of  the  authority  of  God  Himself  who  reveals  them,  and 
who  can  neither  be  deceived  nor  deceive.  For  faith,  as  the  Apostle 
testifies,  is  '  the  substance  of  things  hoped  for,  the  conviction  of 
things  that  appear  not'  (Hebrews  xi.  1). 

Nevertheless,  in  order  that  the  obedience  of  our  faith  might  be 
in  harmony  with  reason,  God  willed  that  to  the  interior  help  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  there  should  be  joined  exterior  proofs  of  His 
revelation  ;  to  wit,  divine  facts,  and  especially  miracles  and  pro- 
phecies, which,  as  they  manifestly  display  the  omnipotence  and 
infinite  knowledge  of  God,  are  most  certain  proofs  of  His  divine 
revelation,  adapted  to  the  intelligence  of  all  men.  Wherefore, 
both  Moses  and  the  Prophets,  and  most  especially  Christ  our 
Lord  Himself,  showed  forth  many  and  most  evident  miracles  and 
prophecies  ;  and  of  the  Apostles  we  read  :  '  But  they  going  forth 
preached  everywhere,  the  Lord  working  withal,  and  confirming 
the  word  with  signs  that  followed'  (Mark  xvi.  20).  And  again 
it  is  written  :  '  We  have  the  more  firm  prophetical  word,  where- 
unto  you  do  well  to  attend,  as  to  a  light  shining  in  a  dark  place' 
(2  St.  Peter  i.  19). 

But  though  the  assent  of  faith  is  by  no  means  a  blind  action 
of  the  mind,  still  no  man  can  assent  to  the  Gospel  teaching,  as  is 
necessary  to  obtain  salvation,  without  the  illumination  and  inspi- 
ration of  the  Holy  Spirit,  who  gives  to  all  men  sweetness  in  as- 
senting to  and  believing  in  the  truth.*  Wherefore  faith  itself, 
even  when  it  does  not  work  by  charity,  is  in  itself  a  gift  of  God, 
and  the  act  of  faith  is  a  work  appertaining  to  salvation,  by  which 
man  yields  voluntary  obedience  to  God  Himself,  by  assenting  to 
and  cooperating  with  His  grace,  which  he  is  able  to  resist. 

Further,  all  those  things  are  to  be  believed  with  divine  and

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Catholic  faith  which  are  contained  in  the  Word  of  God,  written 
or  handed  down,  and  which  the  Church,  either  by  a  solemn 
judgment  or  by  her  ordinary  and  universal  teaching  QmagisterUmi), 
proposes  for  belief  as  having  been  divinely  revealed. 

And  since  without  faith  it  ivS  impossible  to  please  God,  and 
to  attain  to  the  fellowship  of  His  children,  therefore  without 
faith  no  one  has  ever  attained  justification  ;  nor  will  any  one 
obtain  eternal  life,  unless  he  shall  have  persevered  in  faith  unto 
the  end.  And,  that  we  may  be  able  to  satisfy  the  obligation  of 
embracing  the  true  faith  and  of  constantly  persevering  in  it,  God 
has  instituted  the  Church  through  His  only-begotten  Son,  and 
has  bestowed  on  it  manifest  notes  of  that  institution,  that  it  may 
be  recognised  by  all  men  as  the  guardian  and  teacher  of  the  re- 
vealed Word  ;  for  to  the  Catholic  Church  alone  belong  all  those 
many  and  admirable  tokens  which  have  been  divinely  established 
for  the  evident  credibility  of  the  Christian  Faith.  Nay,  more, 
the  Church  by  itself,  by  reason  of  its  marvellous  extension,  its 
eminent  holiness,  and  its  inexhaustible  fruitfulness  in  every  good 
thing,  its  Catholic  unity  and  its  invincible  stability,  is  a  great  and 
perpetual  motive  of  credibility,  and  an  irrefutable  witness  of  its 
own  divine  mission. 

And  thus,  like  a  standard  set  up  unto  the  nations  (Isaias  xi. 
12),  it  both  invites  to  itself  those  who  do  not  yet  believe,  and  as- 
sures its  children  that  the  faith  which  they  profess  rests  on  the 
most  film  foundation.  And  its  testimony  is  efficaciously  sup- 
ported by  a  power  from  on  high,  For  our  most  merciful  Lord 
gives  His  grace  to  stir  up  and  to  aid  those  who  are  astray,  that 
they  may  come  to  a  knowledge  of  the  truth  ;  and  to  those  whom 
He  has  brought  out  of  darkness  into  His  own  admirable  light. 
He  gives  His  grace  to  strengthen  them  to  persevere  in  that  light, 
deserting  none  who  desert  not  Him.  Therefore  there  is  no  parity 
between  the  condition  of  those  who  have  adhered  to  the  Catholic 
truth  by  the  heavenly  gift  of  faith,  and  of  those  who,  led  by 
human  opinions,  follow  a  false  religion  ;  for  those  who  have  re- 
ceived the  faith  under  the  teaching  {magisterw)  of  the  Church 
can  never  have  any  just  cause  for  changing  or  doubting  that 
faith.  Therefore,  giving  thanks  to  God  the  Father  who  has  made 
us  worthy  to  be  partakers  of  the  lot  of  the  Saints  in  light,  let  us 
not  neglect  so  great  salvation,  but  with  our  eyes  fixed  on  Jesus, 
the  author  and  finisher  of  our  Faith,  let  us  hold  fa-t  the  con- 
fession of  our  hope  without  wavering  (Hebrews  xii.  2  and  x.  23). 

Chap.  IV.  Of  Faith  and  Reason. 
The  Catholic  Church  with  one  consent  has  also  ever  held  and 
does  hold  that  there  is  a  twofold  order  of  knowledge,  distinct 
both  in  principle  and  in  object ;  in  principle,  because  our  know- 
ledge in  the  one  is  by  natural  reason,  and  in  the  other  by  divine 
faith  ;  in  object,  because,  besides  those  things  to  which  natural 
reason  can  attain,  there  are  proposed  to  our  belief  mysteries 
hidden  in  God,  which,  unless  divinely  revealed,  cannot  be  known. 
Wherefore  the  Apostle,  who  testifies  that  God  is  known  by  the 
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gentiles  through  created  things,  still,  when  discoursing  of  the 
grace  and  truth  which  come  by  Jesus  Christ  (John  i,  17),  says  : 
'  We  speak  the  wisdom  of  God  in  a  mystery,  a  wisdom  which  is 
hidden,  which  God  ordained  before  the  world  unto  our  glory  ; 
which  none  of  the  princes  of  this  world  knew ;  .  .  .  but  to  us  God 
hath  revealed  them  by  His  Spirit.  For  the  Spirit  searcheth  all 
things,  yea,  the  deep  things  of  God'  (1  Cor.  ii.  7-9).  And  the 
only-begotten  Son  Himself  gives  thanks  to  the  Father,  because 
He  has  hid  these  things  from  the  wise  and  prudent,  and  has  re- 
vealed them  to  little  ones  (Matt.  xi.  25). 

Keason,  indeed,  enlightened  by  faith,  when  it  seeks  earnestly, 
piously,  and  calmly,  attains  by  a  gift  from  God  some,  and  that  a 
very  fruitful,  understanding  of  mysteries ;  partly  from  the  analogy 
of  those  things  which  it  naturally  knows,  partly  from  the  relations 
which  the  mysteries  bear  to  one  another  and  to  the  last  end  of 
man :  but  reason  never  becomes  capable  of  apprehending  mys- 
teries as  it  does  those  truths  which  constitute  its  proper  object. 
For  the  divine  mysteries  by  their  own  nature  so  far  transcend  the 
created  intelligence  that,  even  when  delivered  by  revelation  and 
received  by  faith,  they  remain  covered  with  the  veil  of  faith  it- 
self, and  shrouded  in  a  certain  degree  of  darkness,  so  long  as  we 
are  pilgrims  in  this  mortal  life,  not  yet  with  God  ;  '  for  we  walk 
by  faith  and  not  by  sight'  (2  Cor.  v.  7). 

But  although  faith  is  above  reason,  there  can  never  be  any 
real  discrepancy  between  faith  and  reason  ;  since  the  same  God 
who  reveals  mysteries  and  infuses  faith  has  bestowed  the  light  of 
reason  on  the  human  mind,  and  God  cannot  deny  Himself,  nor 
can  truth  ever  contradict  truth.  The  false  appearance  of  such  a 
contradiction  is  mainly  due,  either  to  the  dogmas  of  faith  not 
having  been  understood  and  expounded  according  to  the  mind  of 
the  Church,  or  to  the  inventions  of  opinion  having  been  taken  for 
the  verdicts  of  reason.  We  detine,  therefore,  that  every  assertion 
contrary  to  a  truth  of  enlightened  faith  is  utterly  false.*  Further, 
the  Church,  which,  together  with  the  Apostolic  office  of  teaching, 
has  received  a  charge  to  guard  the  deposit  of  faith,  derives  from 
God  the  right  and  the  duty  of  proscribing  false  science,  lest  any 
should  be  deceived  by  philosophy  and  vain  fallacy  (Coloss.  ii.  8). 
Therefore  all  faithful  Christians  are  not  only  forbidden  to  defend, 
as  legitimate  conclusions  of  science,  such  opinions  as  are  known 
to  be  contrary  to  the  doctrines  of  faith,  especially  if  they  have 
been  condemned  by  the  Church,  but  are  altogether  bound  to 
account  them  as  errors  which  put  on  the  fallacious  appearance  of 
truth. 

And  not  only  can  faith  and  reason  never  be  opposed  to  one 
another,  but  they  are  of  mutual  aid  one  to  the  other  :  for  right 
reason  demonstrates  the  foundations  of  faith,  and,  enlightened  by 
its  light,  cultivates  the  science  of  things  divine  ;  while  faith  frees 
and  guards  reason  from  errors,  and  furnishes  it  with  manifold

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knowledge.  So  far,  therefore,  is  the  Church  from  opposing  the 
cultivation  of  human  arts  and  sciences,  that  it  in  many  ways 
helps  and  promotes  it.  For  the  Church  neither  ignores  nor  de- 
spises the  benefits  to  human  life  which  result  from  the  arts  and 
Hciences,  but  confesses  that,  as  they  came  from  God,  the  Lord  of 
all  science,  so,  if  they  be  rightly  used,  they  lead  to  God  by  the 
help  of  His  grace.  Nor  does  the  Church  forbid  that  each  of  these 
sciences  in  its  sphere  should  make  use  of  its  own  principles  and 
its  own  method  ;  but,  while  recognising  this  just  liberty,  it  stands 
watchfully  on  guard,  lest  sciences,  setting  themselves  against  the 
divine  teaching,  or  transgressing  their  own  limits,  should  invade 
and  disturb  the  domain  of  faith. 

For  the  doctrine  of  faith  which  God  hath  revealed  has  not 
been  proposed,  like  a  philosophical  invention,  to  be  perfected  by 
human  ingenuity  ;  but  has  been  delivered  as  a  divine  deposit  to 
the  Spouse  of  Christ,  to  be  faithfully  kept  and  infallibly  declared. 
Hence  also,  that  meaning  of  the  sacred  dogmas  is  perpetually  to 
be  retained  which  our  Holy  Mother  the  Church  has  once  declared  ; 
nor  is  that  meaning  ever  to  be  departed  from,  under  the  pretence 
or  pretext  of  a  deeper  comprehension  of  them.  Lex,  then,  the 
intelligence,  science,  and  wisdom  of  each  and  all,  of  individuals 
and  of  the  whole  Church,  in  all  ages  and  all  times,  increase  and 
flourish  in  abundance  and  vigour ;  but  simply  in  its  own  jiroper 
kind,  that  is  to  say,  in  one  and  the  same  doctrine,  (me  and  the 
same  sense,  one  and  the  same  judgment  (Vincent  of  Lerins,  Com- 
vion.  n.  28). 

CANONS. 

I.  Of  God  ilic  Creator  of  all  things. 

1.  If  any  one  shall  deny  One  true  God,  Creator  and  Lord  of 
things  visible  and  invisible ;  let  him  be  anathema. 

2.  If  any  one  shall  not  be  ashamed  to  a£Qrm  that,  except 
matter,  nothing  exists  ;  let  him  be  anathema. 

3.  If  any  one  shall  say  that  the  substance  and  essence  of  God 
and  of  all  things  is  one  and  the  same  ;  let  him  be  anathema. 

4.  If  any  one  shall  say  that  finite  things,  both  corporeal  and 
spiritual,  or  at  least  spiritual,  have  emanated  from  the  divine 
substance  ;  or  that  the  divine  essence  by  the  manifestation  and 
evolution  of  itself  becomes  all  things  ;  or,  lastly,  that  God  is 
universal  or  indefinite  being,  which  by  determining  itself  con- 
stitutes the  universality  of  things,  distinct  according  fo  kinds 
{(jenera^^  species,  and  individuals  ;  let  him  be  anathema. 

5.  If  any  one  confess  not  that  the  world,  and  all  things  which 
are  contained  in  it,  both  spiritual  and  material,  have  been,  in 
their  whole  substance,  produced  by  God  out  of  nothing  ;  or  shall 
say  that  God  created,  not  by  His  will,  free  from  all  necessity,  but 
by  a  necessity  equal  to  the  necessity  whereby  He  loves  Himself  ; 
or  shall  deny  that  the  world  was  made  for  the  glory  of  God  ;  let 
him  be  anathema. 
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II.  0/ lievelation. 

1.  If  any  one  shall  say  that  the  One  true  God,  our  Creator  and 
Lord,  cannot  be  certainly  known  by  the  natural  light  of  human 
reason  through  created  things  ;  let  him  be  anathema. 

2.  If  any  one  shall  say  that  it  is  impossible,  or  inexpedient, 
that  man  should  be  taught  by  divine  revelation  concerning  God 
and  the  worship  to  be  paid  to  Him  ;  let  him  be  anathema. 

3.  If  any  one  shall  say  that  man  cannot  be  raised  by  divine 
power  to  a  higher  than  natural  knowledge  and  perfection,  but 
can  and  ought,  by  a  continuous  progress,  to  arrive  at  length,  of 
himself,  to  the  possession  of  all  that  is  true  and  good  ;  let  him  be 
anathema. 

4.  If  any  one  shall  not  receive  as  sacred  and  canonical  the 
Books  of  Holy  Scripture,  entire  with  all  their  parts,  as  the  Holy 
Synod  of  Trent  has  enumerated  them,  or  shall  deny  that  they 
have  been  divinely  inspired  ;  let  him  be  anathema. 

III.  Of  Faith. 

1.  If  any  one  shall  say  that  human  reason  is  so  independent 
that  faith  cannot  be  enjoined  upon  it  by  God ;  let  him  be  an- 
athema. 

2.  If  any  one  shall  say  that  divine  faith  is  not  distinguished 
from  natural  knowledge  of  God  and  of  moral  truths,  and  there- 
fore that  it  is  not  requisite  for  divine  faith  that  revealed  truth  be 
believed  because  of  the  authority  of  God  who  reveals  it ;  let  him 
be  anathema. 

3.  If  any  one  shall  say  that  divine  revelation  cannot  be  made 
credible  by  outward  signs,  and  therefore  that  men  ought  to  be 
moved  to  faith  solely  by  the  internal  experience  of  each,  or  by 
private  inspiration  ;  let  him  be  anathema. 

4.  If  any  one  shall  say  that  miracles  are  impossible,  and  there- 
fore that  all  the  accounts  regarding  them,  even  those  contained 
in  Holy  Scripture,  are  to  be  dismissed  as  fabulous  or  mythical ; 
or  that  miracles  can  never  be  known  with  certainty,  and  that  the 
divine  origin  of  Christianity  is  not  rightly  proved  by  them  ;  let 
him  be  anathema. 

5.  If  any  one  shall  say  that  the  assent  of  Christian  faith  is  not 
a  free  act,  but  necessarily  produced  by  the  arguments  of  human 
reason  ;  or  that  the  grace  of  God  is  necessary  for  that  living 
faith  only  which  worketh  by  charity  ;  let  him  be  anathema. 

().  If  any  one  shall  say  that  the  condition  of  the  faithful,  and 
of  those  who  have  not  yet  attained  to  the  only  true  faith,  is  on 
a  par,  so  that  Catholics  may  have  just  cause  for  doubting,  with 
suspended  assent,  the  faith  which  they  have  already  received 
under  the  teaching  (maginterio)  of  the.  Church,  until  they  shall 
have  obtained  a  scientific  demonstration  of  the  credibility  and 
truth  of  their  faith  ;  let  him  be  anathema. 
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IV.  Of  Faith  and  Reason. 

1.  If  any  one  shall  say  that  in  divine  revelation  there  are  no 
mysteries,  truly  and  properly  so  called,  but  that  all  the  doctrines 
of  faith  can  be  understood  and  demonstrated  from  natural  prin- 
ciples by  properly  cultivated  reason  ;  let  him  be  anathema. 

2.  If  any  one  shall  say  that  human  sciences  are  to  be  so  freely 
treated,  that  their  aspertions,  although  opposed  to  revealed  doc- 
trine, can  be  held  as  true,  and  cannot  be  condemned  by  the  Church; 
let  him  be  anathema. 

3.  If  any  one  shall  assert  it  to  be  possible  that  sometimes, 
according  to  the  progress  of  science,  a  sense  is  to  be  given  to 
doctrines  propounded  by  the  Church  different  from  that  which 
the  Church  has  understood  and  understands  ;  let  him  be  ana- 
thema. 

Therefore  We,  fulfilling  the  duty  of  our  supreme  pastoral 
office,  entreat  by  the  mercies  of  Jesus  Christ,  and,  by  the  autho- 
rity of  the  same  our  God  and  Saviour,  We  command,  all  the 
faithful  of  Christ,  and  especially  those  who  are  set  over  others  or 
are  charged  with  the  office  of  instruction,  that  they  earnestly  and 
diligently  apply  themselves  to  ward  off  and  eliminate  these  en'ors 
from  Holy  Church,  and  to  spread  the  light  of  pure  faith. 

And  since  it  is  nf»t  sufficient  to  shun  heretical  pravity,  unless 
those  errors  also  be  diligently  avoided  which  more  or  less  nearly 
approach  it.  We  admonish  all  men  of  the  further  duty  of  observ- 
ing the  Constitutions  and  Decrees  by  which  such  erroneous  opi- 
nions as  are  not  here  expressly  enumerated  have  been  proscribed 
and  condemned  by  this  Holy  See. 

Given  at  Rome  in  Public  Session,  solemnly  held  in  the  Vatican 
Basilica  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
seventy,  on  the  twenty-fourth  day  of  April,  in  the  twenty-fourth 
year  of  our  Pontificate.

FIRST  DOGMATIC  CONSTITUTION  ON  THE  CHURCH  OF  CHRIST. 

Pius  Bishop,  Servant  of  the  servants  of  God,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Sacred  Council,  for  perpetual  remembrance. 

The  Eternal  Pastor  and  Bishop  of  our  souls,  in  order  to  con- 
tinue for  all  time  the  life-giving  work  of  His  Redemption,  de- 
termined to  build  up  the  Holy  Church,  wherein,  as  in  the  House 
of  the  living  God,  all  who  believe  might  be  united  in  the  bond  of 
one  faith  and  one  charity.  Wherefore,  before  He  entered  into 
His  glory.  He  prayed  unto  the  Father,  not  for  the  Apostles  only, 
but  for  those  also  who  through  their  preaching  should  come  to 
believe  in  Him,  that  all  might  be  one,  even  as  He  the  Son  and 
the  Father  are  one  (St.  John  xvii.  21).  As  then  He  sent  the 
Apostles  whom  He  had  chosen  to  Himself  from  the  world,  as  He 
Himself  had  been  sent  by  the  Father ;  bo  He  willed  that  there 
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Bhould  ever  be  pastors  and  teachers  in  His  Church  to  the  end  of 
the  world.  And  in  order  that  the  Episcopate  also  might  be  one 
and  undivided,  and  that  by  means  of  a  closely  united  priesthood 
the  multitude  of  the  faithful  might  be  kept  secure  in  the  oneness 
of  faith  and  communion,  He  set  Blessed  Peter  over  the  rest  of  the 
Apostles,  and  fixed  in  him  the  abiding  principle  of  this  two-fold 
unity  and  its  visible  foundation,  in  the  strength  of  which  the 
everlasting  temple  should  arise,  and  the  Church  in  the  firmness  of 
that  faith  should  lift  her  majestic  front  to  heaven.*  And  seeing 
that  the  gates  of  hell  with  daily  increase  of  hatred  are  gathering 
their  strength  on  every  side  to  upheave  the  foundation  laid  by 
God's  own  hand,  and  so,  if  that  might  be,  to  overthrow  the 
Church  :  We,  therefore,  for  the  preservation,  safe  keeping,  and 
increase  of  the  Catholic  flock,  with  the  approval  of  the  Sacred 
Council,  do  judge  it  to  be  necessary  to  propose  to  the  belief  and 
acceptance  of  all  the  faithful,  in  accordance  with  the  ancient  and 
constant  faith  of  the  universal  Church,  the  doctrine  touching  the 
institution,  perpetuity,  and  nature  of  the  sacred  Apostolic  Pri- 
macy, in  which  is  found  the  strength  and  solidity  of  the  entire 
Church  ;  and  at  the  same  time  to  proscribe  and  condemn  the 
contrary  errors,  so  hurtful  to  the  flock  of  Christ. 

Chap.  I.  Oftlie  InstiUitimi  of  the  Apostolic  Primacy  in 
Blessed  Peter. 

"We  therefore  teach  and  declare  that,  according  to  the  testi- 
mony of  the  Gospel,  the  primacy  of  jurisdiction  over  the  universal 
Church  of  God  was  immediately  and  directly  promised  and  given 
to  Blessed  Peter  the  Apostle  by  Christ  the  Lord.  For  it  was  to 
Simon  alone,  to  whom  He  had  already  said,  *  Thou  shalt  be 
called  Cephas'  (St.  John  i.  42),  that  the  Lord,  after  the  confession 
made  by  him,  saying,  '  Thou  art  the  Christ,  the  Son  of  the  living 
God,'  addressed  these  solemn  words :  '  Blessed  art  thou,  Simon 
Bar-Jona,  because  flesh  and  blood  have  not  revealed  it  to  thee, 
but  My  Father  who  is  in  heaven.  And  I  say  to  thee  that  thou 
art  Peter,  and  upon  this  rock  I  will  build  My  Church;  and  the 
gates  of  hell  shall  not  prevail  against  it.  And  I  will  give  to  thee 
the  keys  of  the  kingdom  of  heaven.  And  whatsoever  thou  shalt 
bind  upon  earth,  it  shall  be  bound  also  in  heaven ;  and  whatsoever 
thou  shalt  loose  on  earth,  it  shall  be  loosed  in  heaven'  (St.  Matthew 
xvi.  16-19).  And  it  was  upon  Simon  alone  that  Jesus  after  His 
resurrection  bestowed  the  jurisdiction  of  Chief  Pastor  and  Ruler 
over  all  His  fold  in  the  words  :  '  Feed  My  lambs  ;  feed  My  sheep' 
(St.  John  xxi.  15-17).  At  open  variance  with  this  clear  doc- 
trine of  Holy  Scripture,  as  it  has  been  ever  understood  by  the 
Catholic  Church,  are  the  perverse  opinions  of  those  who,  while 
they  distort  the  form  of  government  established  by  Christ  the 
Lord  in  His  Church,  deny  that  Peter  in  his  single  person,  prefer- 
ably to  all  the  other  Apostles,  whether  taken  separately  or  to-

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gether,  was  endowed  by  Christ  with  a  true  and  proper  primacy  of 
jurisdiction  ;  or  of  those  who  assert  that  the  same  primacy  was 
not  bestowed  immediately  and  directly  upon  Blessed  Peter  him- 
self, but  upon  the  Church,  and  through  the  Church  on  Peter  as 
her  minister. 

If  any  one,  therefore,  shall  say  that  Blessed  Peter  the  Apostle 
was  not  appointed  the  Prince  of  all  the  Apostles  and  the  visible 
Head  of  the  whole  Church  Militant :  or  that  the  same  directly 
and  immediately  received  from  the  same  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  a 
primacy  of  honour  only,  and  not  of  true  and  proper  jurisdiction  ; 
let  him  be  anathema. 


Chap.  II.  On  tlie  Perpetuity  oftTie  Primacy  of  Blessed  Peter  in 
tlie  lioman  Pontiffs. 

That  which  the  Prince  of  Shepherds  and  great  Shepherd  of  the 
sheep,  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord,  established  in  the  person  of  the 
Blessed  Apostle  Peter,  to  secure  the  perpetual  welfare  and  lasting 
good  of  the  Church,  must,  by  the  same  institution,  necessarily 
remain  unceasingly  in  the  Church  ;  which,  being  founded  upon 
the  Rock,  will  stand  iirm  to  the  end  of  the  world.  For  none  can 
doubt,  and  it  is  known  to  all  ages,  that  the  holy  and  Blessed 
Peter,  the  Prince  and  Chief  of  the  Apostles,  the  pillar  of  the 
faith  and  foundation  of  the  Catholic  Church,  received  the  keys 
of  the  kingdom  from  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  Saviour  and 
Redeemer  of  mankind,  and  lives,  presides,  and  judges,  to  this 
day  and  always,  in  his  successors  the  Bishops  of  the  PToly  See  of 
Rome,  which  was  founded  by  him,  and  consecrated  by  his  blood.* 
Whence,  whosoever  succeeds  to  Peter  in  this  See  does  by  the 
institution  of  Christ  Himself  obtain  the  Primacy  of  Peter  over 
the  whole  Church.  The  disposition  made  by  Incarnate  Truth 
{dispositio  rerifatis)  therefore  remains,  and  Blessed  Peter,  abiding 
in  the  rock  strength  which  he  received  (wt  acceptd  fortitvdine 
petrcpd  pei'sererans),  has  not  abandoned  the  direction  of  the 
Church.f  Wherefore  it  has  at  all  times  been  necessary  that  every 
particular  Church — that  is  to  say,  the  faithful  throughout  the 
world — should  come  to  the  Church  of  Rome,  on  account  of  the 
greater  princedom  it  has  received  ;  so  that  in  this  See,  whence  the 
rights  of  venerable  communion  spread  to  all,  they  might,  as 
members  joined  together  in  their  head,  grow  closely  into  one 
body.J 

If,  then,  one  shall  say  that  it  is  not  by  the  institution  of 
Christ  the  Lord,  or  by  divine  right,  that  Blessed  Peter  has  a 
perpetual  line  of  successors  in  the  primacy  over  the  universal

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Church;  or  that  the  Roman  Pontiff  is  not  the  successor  of  Blessed 
Peter  in  this  primacy  ;  let  him  be  anathema. 

Chap.  III.  On  the  Power  and  Nature  of  tlw  Primacy  oftlw 
Roman  Pontiff. 

Wherefore,  resting  on  plain  testimonies  of  the  Sacred  Writings, 
and  adhering  to  the  plain  and  express  decrees  both  of  our  prede- 
cessors the  Roman  Pontiffs,  and  of  the  General  Councils,  We 
renew  the  definition  of  the  (Ecumenical  Council  of  Florence,  by 
which  all  the  faithful  of  Christ  must  believe  that  the  Holy 
Apostolic  See  and  the  Roman  Pontiff  possesses  the  primacy  over 
the  whole  world;  and  that  the  Roman  Pontiff  is  the  successor  of 
Blessed  Peter,  Prince  of  the  Apostles,  and  is  true  Vicar  of  Christ, 
and  Head  of  the  whole  Church,  and  Father  and  Teacher  of  all 
Christians  ;  and  that  full  power  was  given  to  him  in  Blessed  Peter, 
by  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord,  to  rule,  feed,  and  govern  the  Universal 
Church  :  as  is  also  contained  in  the  Acts  of  the  (Ecumenical 
Councils  and  in  the  Sacred  Canons. 

Hence  we  teach  and  declare,  that  by  the  appointment  of  our 
Lord  the  Roman  Church  possesses  a  sovereignty  of  ordinary  power 
over  all  other  Churches,  and  that  this  power  of  jurisdiction  of  the 
Roman  Pontiff,  which  is  truly  episcopal,  is  immediate  ;  to  which 
all,  of  whatever  rite  and  dignity,  both  pastors  and  faithful,  both 
individually  and  collectively,  are  bound,  by  their  duty  of  hierar- 
chical subordination  and  true  obedience,  to  submit,  not  only  in 
matters  which  belong  to  faith  and  morals,  but  also  in  those  that 
appertain  to  the  discipline  and  government  of  the  Church  through- 
out the  world  ;  so  that  the  Church  of  Christ  may  be  one  flock 
under  one  supreme  Pastor,  through  the  preservation  of  unity,  both 
of  communion  and  of  profession  of  the  same  faith,  with  the 
Roman  Pontiff.  This  is  the  teaching  of  Catholic  truth,  from 
whicn  no  one  can  deviate  without  loss  of  faith  and  of  salvation. 

But  po  far  is  this  power  of  the  Supreme  Pontiff  from  being 
any  prejudice  to  that  ordinary  and  immediate  power  of  episcopal 
jurisdiction,  by  which  Bishops,  who  have  been  set  by  the  Holy 
Ghost  to  succeed  and  hold  the  place  of  the  Apostles,*  feed  and 
govern  each  his  own  flock,  as  true  pastors,  that  this  same  power 
is  really  asserted,  strengthened,  and  protected  by  the  supreme  and 
universal  Pastor ;  in  accordance  with  the  words  of  St.  Gregory 
the  Great :  '  My  honour  is  the  honour  of  the  whole  Church.  My 
honour  is  the  firm  strength  of  my  brethren.  Then  am  I  truly 
honoured,  when  the  honour  due  to  each  and  all  is  not  withheld. 'f 

Further,  from  this  supreme  power  possessed  by  the  Roman 
Pontiff  of  governing  the  universal  Church,  it  follows  that,  in  the 
exercise  of  this  office,  he  has  the  right  of  free  communication 
with  the  pastors  of  the  whole  Church,  and  with  their  flocktJ,  tliat

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they  may  be  taught  and  ruled  by  him  in  the  way  of  salvation. 
Wherefore  We  condemn  and  reprobate  the  opinions  of  those  who 
hold  that  the  communication  between  the  supreme  Head  and  the 
pastors  and  their  flocks  can  lawfully  be  impeded  ;  or  who  make 
this  communication  subject  to  the  will  of  the  secular  power,  so 
as  to  maintain  that  whatever  is  done  by  the  Apostolic  See,  or  by 
its  authority,  for  the  government  of  the  Church,  cannot  have  force 
or  value  unless  it  be  confirmed  by  the  assent  of  the  secular  power. 
And  since,  by  the  divine  right  of  Apostolic  primacy,  the  Roman 
Pon^iflf  is  placed  over  the  univertial  Church,  We  further  teach 
and  declare  that  he  is  the  supreme  judge  of  the  faithful,*  and 
that  in  all  causes  the  decision  of  which  belongs  to  the  Church 
recourse  may  be  had  to  his  tribunal;!  but  that  none  may  reopen 
the  judgment  of  the  Apostolic  See,  than  whose  authority  there 
is  no  greater,  nor  can  any  lawfully  review  its  judgmeni-.|  Where- 
fore they  err  from  the  right  path  of  truth  who  assert  that  it  is 
lawful  to  appeal  from  the  judgments  of  the  Roman  Pontiffs  to  an 
(Ecumenical  Council,  as  to  an  authority  higher  than  that  of  the 
Roman  Pontiff. 

If  then  any  shall  say  that  the  Roman  Pontiff  ha?  the  office 
merely  of  inspection  or  direction,  and  not  full  and  supreme  power 
of  jurisdiction  over  the  universal  Church,  not  only  in  things 
which  belong  to  faith  and  morals,  but  also  in  those  which  relate 
to  the  discipline  and  government  of  the  Church  spread  through- 
out the  world  ;  or  as-^ert  that  he  possesses  merely  the  principal 
part,  and  not  all  the  fulness  of  this  supreme  power  ;  or  that  this 
power  which  he  enjoys  is  not  ordinary  and  immediate,  both  over 
each  and  all  the  Churches  atid  over  each  and  all  the  pastors  and 
the  faithful ;  let  him  be  anathema. 

Chap.  rV.  Concerning  the  Infallible  Teaching  of  the  Roman 

Pontiff. 

Moreover,  that  the  supreme  power  of  teaching  (jnagisterii)  is 
also  included  in  the  Apostolic  primacy,  which  the  Roman  Pontiff, 
as  the  successor  of  Peter,  Prince  of  the  Apostles,  possesses  over  the 
whole  Church,  this  Holy  See  has  always  held,  the  perpetual  prac- 
tice of  the  Church  confirms,  and  Ecumenical  Councils  also  have 
declared,  especially  those  in  which  the  East  with  the  West  met  in 
the  union  of  faith  and  charity.  For  the  Fathers  of  the  Fourth 
Council  of  Constantinople,  following  in  the  footsteps  of  their  pre- 
decessors, gave  forth  this  solemn  profession  :  The  first  condition 
of  salvation  is  to  keep  the  rule  of  the  true  faith.  And  because 
the  sentence  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  cannot  be  passed  by,  who 
said,  *  Thou  art  Peter,  and  upon  this  Rock  I  will  build  My  Church' 
(St.  Matthew  xvi.  18),  these  things  which  have  been  said  are 
proved  by  events,  because  in  the  Apostolic  See  the  Catholic  re-

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ligion  has  always  been  kept  undefiled,  and  her  well-known  doc- 
trine has  been  kept  holy.  Desiring,  therefore,  not  to  be  in  the  least 
degree  separated  from  the  faith  and  doctrine  of  this  See,  we  hope 
that  we  may  deserve  to  be  in  the  one  communion,  which  the  Apos- 
tolic See  preaches,  in  which  is  the  entire  and  true  solidity  of  the 
Christian  religion.*  And,  with  the  approval  of  the  Second  Council 
of  Lyons,  the  Greeks  professed  :  That  the  Holy  Roman  Church 
enjoys  supreme  and  full  Primacy  and  princedom  over  the  whole 
Catholic  Church,  which  it  truly  and  humbly  acknowledges  that  it 
has  received  with  the  plenitude  of  power  from  our  Lord  Himself  in 
the  person  of  Bleshcd  Peter,  Prince  or  Head  of  the  Apostles,  whose 
successor  the  Roman  Pontiff  is  ;  and  as  the  Apostolic  See  is  bound 
before  all  others  to  defend  the  truth  of  faith,  so  also,  if  any  ques- 
tions regarding  faith  shall  arise,  they  must  be  defined  by  its 
judgment.f  Finally,  the  Council  of  Florence  defined  :f  That  the 
Roman  Pontiff  is  the  true  Vicar  of  Christ,  and  the  Head  of  the 
whole  Church,  and  the  Father  and  Teacher  of  all  Christians ;  and 
that  to  him  in  Blessed  Peter  was  delivered  by  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  the  full  power  of  feeding,  ruling,  and  governing  the  whole 
Church  (John  xxi.  15-17). 

To  satisfy  this  pastoral  duty,  our  predecessors  ever  made  un- 
wearied efforts  that  the  salutary  doctrine  of  Christ  might  be  pro- 
pagated among  all  the  nations  of  the  earth,  and  with  equal  care 
watched  that  it  might  be  preserved  genuine  and  pure  where  it 
had  been  received.  Therefore  the  Bishops  of  the  whole  world, 
now  singly,  now  assembled  in  synod,  following  the  long-estab- 
lished custom  of  Churches§  and  the  form  of  the  ancient  rule,[| 
gent  word  to  this  Apostolic  See  of  those  dangers  especially  which 
sprang  up  in  matters  of  faith,  that  there  the  losses  of  faith  might 
be  most  effectually  repaired  where  the  faith  cannot  fail.^  And 
the  Roman  Pontiffs,  according  to  the  exigences  of  times  and  cir- 
cumstances, sometimes  assembling  (Ecumenical  Councils,  or  asking 
for  the  mind  of  the  Church  scattered  throughout  the  woi  Id,  some- 
times by  particular  Synods,  sometimes  using  other  helps  which 
Divine  Providence  supplied,  defined  as  to  be  held  those  things 
which  with  the  help  of  God  they  had  recognised  as  conformable 
with  the  Sacred  Scriptures  and  Apostolic  Traditions.  For  the 
Holy  Spirit  was  not  promised  to  the  succes.-ors  of  Peter,  that  by 
His  revelation  they  might  make  known  new  doctrine,  but  that  by 
His  assistance  they  might  inviolably  keep  and  faithfully  expound

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the  revelation  or  deposit  of  faith  delivered  through  the  Apostles. 
And  indeed  all  the  venerable  Fathers  have  embraced  and  the  holy 
orthodox  Doctors  have  venerated  and  followed  their  Apostolic 
doctrine  ;  knowing  most  fully  that  this  See  of  Saint  Peter  remains 
ever  free  from  all  blemish  of  error,  according  to  the  divine  promise 
of  the  Lord  our  Saviour  made  to  the  Prince  of  HLs  disciples  :  '  I 
have  prayed  for  thee  that  thy  faith  fail  not,  and  when  thou  art 
converted,  confirm  thy  brethren'  (St.  Luke  xxii.  32).* 

This  gift,  then,  of  truth  and  never-failing  faith  was  conferred 
by  Heaven  upon  Peter  and  his  successors  in  this  Chair,  that  they 
might  perform  their  high  office  for  the  salvation  of  all ;  that  the 
whole  flock  of  Christ,  kept  away  by  them  from  the  poisonous  food 
of  error,  might  be  nourished  with  the  pasture  of  heavenly  doc- 
trine ;  that,  the  occasion  of  schism  being  removed,  the  whole 
Church  might  be  kept  one,  and,  resting  on  its  foundation,  might 
stand  firm  against  the  gates  of  hell. 

But  since  in  this  very  age,  in  which  the  salutary  efficacy  of  the 
Apostolic  office  is  most  of  all  required,  not  a  few  are  found  who 
take  away  from  its  authority,  we  judge  it  altogether  necessary 
solemnly  to  assert  the  pierogative  which  the  only-begotten  Son  of 
God  vouchsafed  to  join  with  the  supreme  pastoral  office. 

Therefore,  faithfully  adhering  to  the  tradition  received  from 
the  beginning  of  the  Christian  faith,  for  the  glory  of  God  our 
Saviour,  the  exaltation  of  the  Catholic  Relij^ion,  and  the  salvation 
of  Christian  people,  with  the  approval  of  the  Sacred  Council,  We 
teach  and  define  that  it  is  a  dogma  divinely  revealed :  That  the 
lioman  Pontiff,  when  he  speaks  ex  cathedrd^  that  is,  when  in  dis- 
charge of  the  office  of  Pastor  and  Teacher  of  all  Christians,  by  virtue 
of  his  supreme  Apostolic  authority  he  defines  a  doctrine  regarding 
faith  (»r  morals  to  be  held  by  the  imiversal  Church,  is,  by  the  divine 
assistance  promised  to  him  in  Blessed  Peter,  pos>essed  of  that 
infallibility  with  which  the  divine  Kedeemer  willed  that  His 
Church  should  be  endowed  in  defining  doctrine  regarding  faith 
or  morals  ;  and  that  therefore  such  definitions  of  the  Koman 
Pontiff  are  of  themselves,  and  not  from  the  consent  of  the  Church, 
irreformable.f 

But  if  any  one,  which  may  God  avert  1  presume  to  contradict 
this  our  Definition  ;  let  him  be  anathema. 

Given  at  E,ome  in  Public  Session,  solemnly  held  in  the  Vatican 
Basilica  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
seventy,  on  the  eighteenth  day  of  July,  in  the  twenty-fifth  year 
of  our  Pontificate.

The  following  is  an  analysis  of  Bishop  Challoner's  Missionary 
Priests.  It  includes  all  the  martyrs,  both  of  the  clergy  and  laity, 
who,  in  the  time  of  religious  persecution,  were  publicly  executed 
in  England  for  the  Catholic  faith.  The  number  of  those  who 
thus  suffered  death  is  260 ;  and  others  died  in  prison.  The 
greatest  number  of  the  martyrdoms  took  place  at  Tyburn,  where, 
at  51  executions,  91  martyrs  suffered.  At  York  there  were  35 
executions,  and  50  martyrs. 
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Amongst  the  184  priests  is  included  Oliver  Plunket,  Archbishop 
of  Armagh  ;  and  a  Benedictine  lay  brother  is  included  amongst 
the  laity. 

The  clergy  who  suffered  death  in  England  were,  the  Arch- 
bishop of  Armagh,  and  183  priests,  namely,  144  seculars,  24  Jesuits, 
8  Benedictines,  and  7  Franciscans.  Of  the  91  who  suffered  at 
Tyburn,  22  were  of  the  laity  and  69  of  the  clergy :  the  clergy 
were,  the  Archbishop,  42  seculars,  17  Jesuits,  6  Benedictines,  and 
3  Franciscans.  The  50  martyrs  of  York  were,  of  the  laity  17,  and 
33  priests, — namely,  32  Seculars,  and  1  Jesuit. 
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VII.  ASSOCIATION  FOR  THE  CELEBRA.TION  OP  MASSES 
FOR  THE  DECEASED  SECULAR  CLERGY. 

England  is  divided  into  two  parts,  of  which  the  Northern  Di- 
vision contains  five,  and  the  Southern  eight  Dioceses.  In  each 
Diocese  there  is  a  Registrar,  appointed  to  keep  a  list  of  the  Clergy 
of  his  Diocese  belonging  to  the  Association,  and  to  send  out  notices 
of  deaths. 

The  Bishops,  whether  Secular  or  Regular,  and  the  Secular 
Priests  who  inscribe  their  names,  either  personally  or  by  proxy, 
upon  the  list  kept  by  the  Registrar  of  their  Diocese,  become  Mem- 
bers of  the  Association  ;  and  they  thereby  bind  themselves  for  life 
to  celebrate  one  Mass  for  every  deceased  Member  belonging  to  the 
Division,  whether  Northern  or  Southern,  to  which  they  themselves 
belong. 

Priests,  who  for  any  reason  are  permanently  transferred  from 
one  Division  to  another,  are  required  to  transfer  their  names  to  the 
list  of  that  Division.  Those  who  cease  to  belong  to  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Bishops  of  England,  lose  the  benefit  of  membership. 
But  Militaiy  Chaplains  retain  their  rights  even  if  they  die  out  of 
the  Division  to  which  they  belong  ;  and  so  do  Priests  of  the  Eng- 
lish Colleges  abroad  and  those  who  are  attached  to  the  Papal 
Court,  provided  that  they  have  inscribed  their  names  on  the  Re- 
gister of  their  respective  Dioceses.

Imjm'tant  Notice. — By  a  Rescript  of  April  13, 1869,  His  Holi- 
ness has  declared  that  no  Priest  can  become  a  Member  of  the 
Association  after  the  lapse  of  the  first  three  years  from  the  time 
of  his  entrance  into  his  Diocese.

NOTICE. 
The  Second  Synod  of  Oscott  lays  down  certain  rules  for  de- 
ciding when  gifts  made  to  priests  are  intended  for  their  own 
private  use,  and  when  for  the  benefit  of  their  mission  ;  but  the 
same  rules  are  not  clearly  applicable  to  charitable  institutions. 
In  accordance  therefore  with  the  principles  laid  down  in  the 
Synod  for  the  ease  of  conscience,  all  donations,  when  made  to 
any  one  in  charge  of  such  establishment,  shall  be  considered  to 
be  intended  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  such  institution, 
or  for  the  payment  of  debt,  if  there  be  any,  unless  the  donor  dis- 
tinctly declares  his  donation  to  be  meant  for  the  personal  use  of 
those  in  charge  :  and  whoever  receives  donations  intended  for  the 
establishment,  must  without  delay  pay  over  such  benefactions  to 
the  committee  or  priest  in  charge,  and,  in  default  of  such  ma- 
nagers, to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  the  Very  Rev.  James 
Canon  Fisher,  Burscough  Hall,  Ormskirk,  that  they  may  be  ap- 
plied according  to  the  donor's  intent.

The  Religious  Ladies,  who  for  the  last  thirty-nine  years  have 
conducted  this  school,  appeal  to  the  Catholic  public  for  assistance 
to  enable  them  to  continue  their  work  of  charity.  It  is  now  more 
than  half  a  century  since  this  school  was  established  for  the 
education  of  Catholic  children,  during  which  time  many  have 
been  the  blessings  which  it  has  been  the  means  of  imparting. 
Under  the  care  of  these  Religious  the  children  receive  a  solid 
English  education  ;  they  are  trained  up  to  habits  of  industry,  and 
are  taught  a  thorough  and  practical  knowledge  of  our  holy  faith. 
Each  pupil  is  provided  with  good  board  and  lodging,  and  taught 
those  things  most  suitable  for  her  future  position  in  life,  whether 
she  remain  an  inmate  of  her  family,  or  be  engaged  in  business,  or 
seek  her  means  of  livelihood  in  service.  They  are  also  instructed  in 
needlework,  which  is  taken  in  at  the  school  and  carefully  executed. 

The  terms  are  121.  per  annum,  exclusive  of  clothes  and  school- 
books.     Some,  who  are  orphans,  are  educated  free  of  all  expense. 

Besides  the  boarding-school  there  are  attached  to  this  estab- 
lishment day-schools,  in  which  the  children  receive  gratuitous 
education. 

This  establishment  suffered  an  irreparable  loss  in  the  death  of 
the  saintly  Rev.  Father  Nerinckx,  who,  for  more  than  half  a 
century,  watched  over  these  schools  with  more  than  parental 
care  and  affection.     He  has  gone  to  receive  the  reward  of  his 
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labours  and  charities  ;  but  the  poor  children  have  to  deplore  the 
loss  of  a  father  and  protector.

It  is  a  well  known  and  acknowledged  fact,  that  we  were  com- 
pelled by  an  imperative  necessity  to  provide  for  the  spiritual  wants 
of  the  continually  increasing  number  of  Catholics  in  this  neigh- 
bourhood by  building  a  large  church  for  their  accommodation. 

In  erecting  this  church,  great  care  has  been  taken  to  avoid  all 
superfluous  expense,  and  that  the  building,  though  spacious  and 
even  elegant,  should  be  quite  plain. 

When  the  building  was  commenced,  the  existing  funds  being 
inadequate  to  the  intended  purpose,  we  were  obliged  to  obtain  a 
loan  of  3000^.,  and  subsequently  a  further  sum  of  1000^.  Since 
the  erection  of  our  church  we  have  been  enabled  to  reduce  the 
debt  by  400Z.  (besides  paying  the  interest  of  five  per  cent),  thus 
leaving  a  debt  of  3600Z. 

The  creditor  of  the  3000Z.  having  recalled  the  sum  due  to  him, 
we  have  been  obliged  to  raise  a  new  loan  in  order  to  satisfy  his 
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claim.  In  doing  this  we  have  endeavoured  to  place  ourselves  in 
such  a  position  as  may  enable  us  to  liquidate  the  debt  by  degrees. 
Thanks  to  one  of  our  kindest  friends,  we  have  obtained  the  loan, 
and  on  such  terms,  that  by  an  annual  payment  of  2371.  in  twenty 
years  the  debt  of  3000Z.  will  have  entirely  disappeared.  In  order 
to  effect  this  we  were  compelled  to  mortgage  all  our  premises — 
church,  monastery,  the  old  chapel,  and  ground.  By  this  new 
arrangement  it  is  plainly  visible  that  we  must  absolutely  provide 
the  above-mentioned  sum  of  237^.  yearly,  or  lose  our  beautiful 
church  and  all  our  other  premises ;  no  other  choice  is  left  us. 
Can  our  flock,  can  our  friends,  can  any  Catholic  hear  this  with- 
out a  shudder  ?  And  yet  this  will  be  the  natural  and  positive 
consequence  if  nothing  is  done  to  enable  us  to  meet  this  annual 
claim. 

Much  has  been  done  by  the  people  of  our  congregation,  hut  it 
will  need  all  their  efforts  to  have  us  from  this  terrible  result.  I 
am  well  aware  that  the  present  is  a  bad  time  to  make  appeals, 
therefore  I  ask  as  little  as  possible. 

In  our  congregation  we  have  more  than  3000  Catholics.  Now, 
taking  away  the  children  and  the  very  poor,  and  all  who  cannot 
give  anything,  there  would  remain  the  third  part,  that  is,  1000 
persons,  who  would  be  able  to  give  some  contribution  ;  and  if 
each  of  these  Catholics  and  friends  would  be  as  willing  as  they 
are  able  to  give  one  penny  weekly,  we  should  have  4Z.  3«.  per  week, 
which  would  amount  to  215Z.  16s.  per  year,  almost  sufficient  to 
save  us  from  the  danger  of  this  great  loss.  It  is  this  weekly  penny 
I  ask  for;  it  is  this  which  will  dit*burden  our  heart  of  a  heavy 
weight,  and  free  us  from  a  continual  anxiety.  Will  my  request 
be  deemed  importunate,  indiscreet,  or  unnecessary  ?  To  believe 
it  would  be  so  considered,  would  be  to  wound  the  religious  and 
generous  feelings  of  those  to  whom  I  appeal. 

The  success  of  this  application  is  of  the  utmost  importance  to 
the  Mission,  as  upon  it  depends  the  existence  of  the  church  ;  and 
I  am  quite  confident  that  no  one  who  is  able  will  fail  to  give  his 
mite  for  such  an  urgent  and  noble  purpose. 

As  the  full  success  of  this  plan  depends  entirely  on  the  way  of 
giving  and  receiving  the  contributions,  I  propose,  in  order  to  render 
it  as  convenient  as  possible  to.  the  c(mtributors,  to  collect  the  pence 
in  three  different  ways,  either  of  which  can  be  chosen  by  them  :
